In the Feb. 16 registration, when 
men from 35 to 45 and the 20-21- 
year olds were listed, 2,200 meD 
were signed in this district. 
Estim ates

officials are that the number re­ 
porting at this time will be about 
50 percent more than in February. 
Every male person, citizen or 
alien, who had attained his 45th 
birthday on or before Feb. 
16, 
1942, and has not attained his 65th 
anniversary before April 27, 1942, 
Is required to register. 
Men physically unable to visit 
any one of the registration places 
will be registered at home if the 
draft board is notified. 
Persons registering will be fur­ 
bished with a card' they are re­ 


quired to carry with them at all 
times. Those who register at this 
time will not be liable to military 
service under the present selectee 
service act but they will be re­ 
quired 
to 
fill 
out 
occupational 
questionnaires concerning civilian 
qualifications or skill for informa­ 
tion purposes only. 
Nearly two score of assistants 
are helping draft board officials 
in the registration today. Most of 
the group of volunteers are men 
and women 
who aided

Meanwhile. • the state selective 
service office at Columbus said 
today’s registrants may be called 
on before long to aid the war ef­ 
fort on the home production front.

Before the selectees boarded the 
busses, they were presented with 
cigarets, chewing gum, and candy 
from the Joint Farewell associa­ 
tion, a New Testam ent from the 
Y.M.C.A., and a pamphlet, “Fall 
In" from the American Legion. 
A brief ceremony was held in 
the municipal courtroom by the 
Joint Farewell association before 
the men filed down stairs. C. R. 
Logan, chairm an of the associa­ 


tion. presided. Talks were given 
by City Solicitor Carroll P. Lynch, 
representing E ast Liverpool Ameri­ 
can Legion post 4, and Frank Rob­ 
inson, secretary of the association, 
representing the Kiwanis club. The 
pledge of allegiance to the flag 
was recited by the selectees and 
friends who crowded the courtroom 
and corridors. 
Rev. G. W. Sawyer, pastor of the 
Orchard Grove Community Meth­ 
odist church, also spoke briefly 
and read a passage from the book 
of Ephesians. The closing prayer 
was offered by Rabbi H arry Lasker 
of the B’nai Isreal temple. 
Today’s contingent will not go 
direct to camp as has been the 
custom of other groups but will 
stop off in Akron, where the men 
will receive a physical examination.

American Air Service

Only the highest priority mate 
rial now is being flown in, but it

Aerial movement of most essen 
tlal supplies was made necessary 
by Japanese occupation of Ran 
goon, the Burma supply port, which 
cut off the most direct connection 
with the Chungking governm ent’* 
baaes. 
Not until completion of a road 
from India to connect with the 
Burma road north of the area in 
which the Japanese ars operating 
will it be possible to ship again 
by truck. 
Early reports indicated thousands 
of tons of valuable military stores 
from the United States hud been 
captured by the invaders at Ran­ 
goon.

Restaurants and tea 
shops were crowded and it was 
almost impossible to obtain a table 
at lunch and tea hours. 
I was unable to buy even one 
cigarette, although I visited about 
every tobacconist in town.

One of the first sights I saw In 
the town was a long line of worn 
en and children waiting for a 
bakery to open.

*t >HERE is one point on which all real and bogus 
* experts agree. This is the critical year of the 
war. 
The side that makes the greater improvement 
In Us position during the next elx m onths will be 
the favorite to dictate the conditions of peace 
when the fighting finally burns Itself out. Though 
tho w ar may continue for an Indefinite time, tbs 
issue will have been decided for all practical pur­ 
poses during the summer and fall of 1942. 
Under ordinary circumstances (if anyone can 
rem ember when ordinary circum stances prevailed) 
this would bs the season for spring fever.

It is im portant because the art 
of aerial photography has destroyed 
the value, of ordinary camouflage 
paint in protecting airfields, fac­ 
tories and the like.

wlre horses is one, of the newer 
arts which have grown out of the 
erasure of front lines by air power. 
The horses are scattered over 
tactical flying fields in efforts to 
make them look like pasture land 
to enemy reconnaissance planes. 
The horses have to he moved occa­ 
sionally, of course, because the 
enemy might become suspicious of 
a horse that stood In one spot day 
after day. 
W hat the United Nations are do­ 
ing to camouflage targets for en­ 
emy bombers often is necessarily 
secret, but w hat the Germans re­ 
sort to was described the other day 
In a speech by Air Commodore H. 
N. Thornton 
of the Royal 
Air 
Force, air attache to the British 
embassy in W ashington. 
He said the Germans have gone 
so far as to cover rivers with lat­ 
tice work, usually resting on piles 
or rafts, with dummy buildings, 
trees and roads superimposed to 
blend in with the surroundings.

OS ANGELES—President Roosevelt is having 
title trouble, just like a fellow making a movie. 
He is said to have selected as a tentative, or w hat 
the movie makers call a working title, for the cur­ 
rent brawl, "The W ar of Survival.” 
His idea is that the survival of all hum anity 
hinges on the outcome of the conflict. He asked for 
suggeetions for a title at a press conference recently, 
then is eaid afterw ard to have told the am bassadors 
and m inisters of the Latin-American republics th at 
he likes the one stated. 
When President Roosevelt suggests suggestions, 
he generally has a suggestion of his own in the back 
of his mind th at usually has better than an even- 
money chance of prevailing over any others. In this 
respect, he has an advantage over the fellow making 
a movie aa far as titles are concerned. 
President Roosevelt does not risk incurring the 
criticism of a sales departm ent or of anybody else. 
If he calls in someone and asks, "W hat do you think 
of ‘The W ar of Survival’ as a name for this war?*’, 
the party interrogated is not likely to reply, "It is 
not boxoffice,” which is the nsual reaction of one 
and a1! when asked about a movie title. 
Chance* are that the party quizzed by the Presi­ 
dent immediately would reply that he never heard 
of a g reater,title. T hat it amounts to sheer inspira­ 
tion. T hat it* reflects pure genius. Unless, of course, 
the party is a plain numbskull and is prepared to be 
read out of tho chapel. You know the old story of 
the guy who was asked what he thought of California 
and replied: 
■Well, my wife likes it and what my wife likes, 
I just naturally love.”

Y personal opinion is that "The W ar of Survival* 
Is a good title, all right, but I doubt that the 
public will find it sufficiently appealing for common 
usage, which is w hat makes titles. Anyway, titles 
of historic events cannot be ordained. They ju st 
happen. 
• 
Sometimes they develop In the newspapers as a 
m atter of space convenience, like the F irst W orld 
war, which was not, strictly speaking, all that th e 
title implies. Many nations of the world were not 
involved in th at war, so it was not a world war. 
But world w ar was a handy name for the headline 
writers and it struck the public fancy and is there­ 
fore now a fixture in history books. 
Some of the newspapers are calling this w ar 
World W ar II, which Is descriptive enough, though 
hardly a tax on invention. And yet It is my belief 
that history will so record it, but writing it out In 
full—the Second World war, instead of with the 
numerals. The other war now somewhat generally 
iB spoken of as the F irst World war. 
I would like to see the headline w riters w restling 
with “The W ar of Survival” as headline m aterial. 
In the interest of dignity, they could scarcely m ake 
it TWOS, the way they telescope those long-winded 
titles of the innumerable organizations in W ashing­ 
ton. It is curious that this adm inistration never has 
developed a man who thinks in headlines when it 
comes to titles and I fear "The W ar of Survival” 
is in the New Deal tradition, in respect to verbosity. 
T 
HE titles of our past wars are not all short, but. 
they are shorter than some intended and quite 
descriptive. Our Civil war was once sometimes called 
"T he W ar Between the North and the South,” and 
"The W ar Between the Union and the Confederacy.” 
Even a t this late day there is some effort to establish 
the title “The War Between the States.” But com­ 
mon usage has made it simply the Civil war. The 
event might be technically described as "The W ar 
Between the American Colonies and England,” is 
Just the Revolution. 
I can see President Roosevelt’s point in seeking 
a new title for this war. and it is well taken. It is 
a m atter of public morale. He wants a name that 
will impress upon the people the fact that this is 
no ordinary w ar—a nam e th at will strike deep into 
the public mind and fire the public imagination. 
Since “The W ar of Survival” is just a working title. 
he may come up with a better one any minute, but 
in the meantime I think he ought to consult the 
headline writers. They are the boys for the catchy 
phrases.
